WHEREAS, the housing consumer protection of all citizens of our community 
in the purchase, sale and rental of dwelling houses is deemed to be in the public 
interest. 

WHEREAS, substandard housing is one of the most serious problems existing in 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, affecting the physical and mental health of the 
inhabitants of said City, creating blight which affects property values through¬ 
out many sections of the City and which renders the operation of commercial 
enterprises impracticable, in'manysections of said City; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential that some reasonable control measures be adopted 
to prevent blight; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON GOUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA; 

SECTION 1, For the purpose of this Ordinance the term "dwelling house" is 
defined as a place of human habitation used as a single family dwelling unit, two 
family dwelling unit, a duplex, a multi-family building, or an apartment, or room 
or rooms within a building, 

SECTION 2, The Owner, Vendor, or Lessor of a dwelling house shall be entitled 
to one (1) inspection by a representative of the Minimum Housing Division of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana free of charge in any twelve (12) month consecutive 
period and reinspection if required free of charge, 

SECTION 3, The report of any Minimum Housing Code inspection shall be in 
writing and shall be filed in the Office of the Department of Relocation and 
Minimum Housing of the Gity of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and shall be open to reading 
by any prospective Vendee, Lessee, Sub-lessee, or user of said dwelling house, 

SECTION 4, If said dwelling house has been condemned by reason of failure to 
meet the requirements of above inspection and if the Owner, or Lessor desires to 
offer said dwelling house or any portion thereof for sale or lease, use or 
occupancy he shall give notice in writing to the intended Grantee, Vendee, Conditional 
Vendee, Lessee, or user thereof stating in said notice that said dwelling house has 
been so condemned and informing said addressee of said noticfe that he may examine 
the report of inspection in the Office of the Department of Relocation and Minimum 
Housing of the Gity of Fort Wayne, Indiana and shall obtain a written acknow¬ 
ledgment from the prospective Vendee, Lessee, Sub-lessee, or user of said dwelling 
house, 

SECTION 5, If said dwelling house fails to comply with the Minimum Housing 
Code of said Gity, the Vendor or Lessor thereof may apply to and obtain from the 
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Building Commissioner of said City a Building Permit* Said Building Permit shall 
allow 120 days from date of its issuance for work necessary for the compliance 
with the Minimum Housing Code of said City, and be renewable if in the opinion of 
the Building Commissioner said extension of time is necessary. 

SECTION 6. It shall be a misdemeanor punishable as hereafter provided for any 
unauthorized person to remove any sign, placard or notice placed by the Mi nimu m 
Housing Division on any dwelling house or at the premises thereof and violations 
of any of the provisions of the Ordinance shall constitute a misdemeanor and 
any person, firm, or corporation violating any of these provisions of the 
Ordinance shall be fined in an amount not to exceed $500 and cost, and/or im¬ 
prisonment for a term not to exceed 30days.

108.3.1.2 Owner -- A permit may be issued to the owner of any building for 
work for which a permit is required by this Code if said work shall be actually

a sworn statement to that effect, 

108,5.1.2 Owner — Nothing in this Code shall beconstrued to prevent a person 
who owns a building from securing a permit to personally install, alter or repair 
such equipment covered by this Code provided he has a reasonable knowledge of such 
work and is capable of such installation. Such owner shall obtain a permit for 
any such work and shall call for inspection as herein provided. The Inspector 
may require the applicant to submit evidence of fitness to do such work.

Sec. 22. Dedication of Lanes. 

No building permit shall be issued a) for the construction 
of any new building in a shopping center which has, or 
which has been planned to have, three or more different 
lessees engaged in retail sales, in the service and repair 
business, in the restaurant business or in the entertain¬ 
ment business 5 b) for the construction of a nursing home, 
or for the alteration of an existing building for such 
usej c) for theeonstruetion of an apartment building 
having six or more separate apartments, or for the alter¬ 
ation of an existing building for such use, unless the 
owner of the real estate upon which the construction or 
alteration is to occur shall first have dedicated adequate 
fire lanes, either for general public use or for use 
only as fire lanes, and unless the bureau of fire prevention 
shall have issued its certificate in writing that such 
fire lanes, as dedicated, comply with the standards pre~ 
pared by said bureau. Thereafter the fire department shall 
be responsible for marking the lanes and keeping them open 
and the owner and lessee shall be relieved of all further 
responsibility under this article. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 11 of the Municipal Gode of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946 shall 
be amended by adding thereto Sections 23 and 24 as follows:
